VICTORY AT HOME 

At the same Ume in McGill, Les 
Malcovltch and Gordon Echenberg 
of -McGill won by the narrow mar- 
gin of three points of a possible 
400. The McGill pair took the ne- 
gative side of the siune topic, and 
were opposed by Lloyd Stanford 
and PhU Sandler of Carleton. 

The debate at McGill was held 
at the Union and Carleton's Uoyd 
Stanford, the first speaker for the 
affirmative, began the colloquy. 
He stated that "we are advocates 
of the interests of the Canadian 
public. It is in the interests of the 
public to curb the power oLunions, 
and the government must' be the 
agent of this". 

UNIONS CENTRALIZED 

He continubig by maintaining 
that unions are now Industry wide 
and' highly centralized. This, ho 
said, enables them to exert eco- 
nomic pressure on the economy to 
cause inflation and to Uifrhige upon 
the legal and moral rights of men. 

Les Melcovitch countered for 
McGill by pointing out that la- 
bour unions are not growing out 
of proportion to the whole nation- 
al economy. He claimed that any 
proposals to curb the power of 
unions would be superfluous, as 
they are sufficiently regulated by 
the existing laws in Canada.- He 
added that "labour.unions'^end 
gradually to defeat tlienudvesias 
the two factions of labour and 
management reach an equilib^ 
xlum'^, ;. • •

"People who come to Hiilel are 
not precluded from ' taking part 
in .nonJewish activities." 

HILI.il . RESTRICTED 

Miss. Zelsler riecaUed that' a 
non-Jewish iriend of hers had 
been refusied membership in Hii- 
lel, apparently on the basis of 
religion. This brought an inter- 
cession -irom May, who maintain- 
ed that an organization like Hll- 
lel or Newman Club would have 
no reason to exist if it were not 
segregated. Margulls upheld this 
viewpoint and:sU:essed the diffe. 
renee. between "segregation in 
something like .Hll^l. which is 
adl right, ahd segregation in so- 
mething-like the Scarlet Key^ 
which would be' a bad thing". 
Zucker, however, disagreed on 
the grounds that college students 
are supposed to be thé future 
leaders of soaiety. "If we can't 
get along with other groups" he 
maintained,-. 'Itliere ^ not much 
hope for society."

DUS Hears 
Address on

"In Montreal, more money is 
spent on prosecution of . illegal 
dentistry than In any other city 
in Canada'', stated Dr. "Wesley J. 
Dunn, speaking at the Annual 
Dental ^ Undergraduate Society 
Stydent-Faculty Banquet at the 
Queen's Hotel recently.. 

Dr. Dunih a Fellow: of the 
American College of Dentists, 
and RegistrarSecretary of tbo*^

topic "The Courage to be 
Wrong". He outlined some of 
the problems confronting Cana* 
dian dentists Including the obso- 
lete methods practised by many .

"According to some legisla- 
tors", said Dr. Dunn, "while in- 
dustry, commerce, and the other 
professions have moved ahead, 
dentists, generally, practise much ' 
as.tbev did 25 to 30 years ago.

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Balance of Power 



A nuclear balance of power between East and West 

Srésérvés peace. That means, so the theory goes, that 
,u.ssia will not attack us for fear of- a devastating reta- 
liation. The most important point to note here is that the 
entire concept of balance of power depends upon the 
West's ability to retaliate. If the West could not do . so 
effectively, the balance would be in Russia's favour. 

Fears that our deterrent, force is dissolving have 
prompted such authorities as Gerieral Power — (head 
of SAC, the U. S. retaliatory bomber fleet) — to declare 
that *^with Qnly 300 ballistic missiles, the Soviets could 
virtually wipe out our entire nuclear strike' capability 
within the span of 30 minutes." That is a disturbing sta- 
tement, especially 'when the General notes that Russia 
already has, or shortly will have, sufficient of those mis- 
siles required to destroy our deterrent power. Is General 
Power's obseiS^ation valid? Notice that the Russians pro- 
bably know the lo(»,j^o%o£ nearly all bur seventv bombers, 
and half dozen misBile^'launching sites. Perhaps more 
important. is the fact that "as So.viet anti-aircraft missi- 
les became more effective, fewer U. S. bombers could 
get through to their target.s". If Russian anti-bomber 
missiles are operational, our deterrent is already nearly 
gone. ! I ^ ^ ■ 

The strategy of the U. S. Defence Department 
appears to be stall until 1963 when the U. S. will have 
270 ICBM's and 16 submarines equipped with Polaris 
missiles. However, let us face facts; until 1963, we shall 
be in danger. If General Powel's- estimates are correct, 
our retaliatory powei* can be destroyed. , That means that 
the balance of power is OK (shortly will be tippe(J- 
against us. . , i •• ' ■J ■ 

- Assume, howJve|/i^tha^^^ able to 

destroy all our bomberifand ballistic misisile bases. Assume 
that thi^ results bécause of the increased mobility of our 
deterrent^ power, with such instruments as the missile 
launching, submarines. Will we then have an effective 
retaliatory force ? If we do, it may only be for a short 
time, because after East-West missile parity, the race for 
■ anti-missile missiles will follow. If Russia develops effec- 
tive aritifmissiles fir^t, then for â second time our reta- 
liatory power will dissolve. 

.• ' iLittlei.consideration of this problem; seems to exist 
presentlyVjerhaps due to the împràcticality of developing 
an elaborate-programme. 'ÎAnti-ICBM's will not cost so 
much les5 than ICBM's", and at any rate, "the probability 
of successful space interception '(of ICBM's) better than 
10% is not an early possibility". Yet, this is the problem of 
the future. It lies «(head of us as" the next challange to 
the balance of power. If we develop anti-missile missiles 
before Russia docs, or parallel to. her, we better insure.

WUS Secitarif Claims 
Canada Should Give More 



TORONTO — (CUP). Although 
Canadian- students contribute 
more per capita to the coffers 
of the World University Service 
than those of any.iother nation, 
the new executive; head of the 
Canadian branch believes they 
should give even more. 

Douglas Mayer, general secre- 
tary of WUSC stated last week 
that the 1960 target of $15,000 is, 
"far too low." 

He added that the success or 
failure ol WUS in Canada is 
measured in contributions made 
to less fortunate countries. 

"Canadian students often ask 
why so much of the money raised 
here is used in the international 
field. It is a question of rela- 
tive values," he explained. 

"To pay for a student to come 
from Europe to study here for 
one year costs ^,000. If we use 
this money toi help needy - stu- 
dents in other countries, liter- 
ally hundreds can be benefited," 
he said. 

After World War II, 60 student

At a recent Women's AthleUc5 
Board meeting, the eligibility ru- 
les were changed so as to permit 
a conditioned itudent to play on 
an intcrcoUeciate team, begin- 
ing September 1960, for a one 
year trial period. . 

We congratulate the Women's 
Athletics Board (or taking the 
initiative in alleviating the stiff 
eligibility rules that have pre- 
vented many a top athlete from 
playing on McGill teams. It is 
common . Icnowlcdge ^ that this 
year's intercollegiate teams are 
not representative of the best 
material available, due Ka acade- 
mic difficulties. Since the incep- 
tion of the new "no supplemental 
examinations'*, many students 
have been unable to clear a fai- 
lure. As a result there are more 
conditioned players around and 
poorer college tcanis. 

The case may be that a condi- 
tioned student plays a complete 
schedule of intramural games, 
but due to the ellBibiiity rules, 
arc unaUe to participate In an 
intercollegiate weekend. Alth- 
ough possessing the skills and 
experience, the player Is unable 
to culminate the year's activity at 
the one intercollegiate meeting. 
The situation has appeared ludi- 
crous for some time and at last, 
something has been done to rec- 
tify it. 

OTHER RULES 

Along with this alleviation of 
intercollegiate rules, changes 
have been made to the eligibility 
of presidents and managers. Com- 
mencing in September, presi- 
dents and managers, carrying a 
course, will be permitted Jto hold 
office.
